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Can Chambers and His “Ring” 
Override the Will of the Peopler 


A striking coincidence, dear readers, is the call for the meeting of the Chamber of 
Commerce for the night of October 8 to launch a movement to raise the city tax rate im- 
mediately on the heels of the indorsement of Chambers for mayor by a number of the 
leaders of the Chamber. 

Does it mean that with Chambers as mayor the tax rate will be increased without 
any more ado? 

Do certain big business men expect to get a lot more money spent on special im- 
provements? 

Is the Chambers ‘‘ring’’ to have additional hundreds of thousands of dollars add- 
ed to the millions it squanders annually already? 

This matter is vital. It is time for thinking citizens to think. : 

Absolutely true are the statements of Reuben R. Arnold, Wilmer L. Moore, Robert F. 
Maddox, R. J. Guinn and others, made at the meeting of Chambers’ supporters yester- 
day, that Atlanta faces a crisis. 

That crisis is whether the ‘‘political ring’’ foisted upon our city and county by 
Aldine Chambers and his backers is to be more strongly entrenched by the election of 
Ohambers to the mayor’s office. 
aR, G. Woodward declared when he announced for the office that he would oust 
t ‘‘ring.’’ 

That declaration ‘‘went home.’’ : 

It gave him a plurality of 600 votes in the first primary. 

It caused that assemblage of Woodward opponents yesterday to oust 8. B. Turman, 
county commissioner and member of the ‘‘ring,’’ as chairman of the Chambers campaign 
committee. 

They gave no word of explanation or apology for ‘‘swapping horses in the middle 
of the stream.’’ Abraham Lincoln said this was the worst of political mistakes. 

But they were desperate. They simply elected Smith chairman without a mention 
of Commissioner Turman. 

But they can’t becloud the issue. 

They still have Chambers with his ‘‘ring’’ as the candidate before the people. 

What a meeting that was yesterday! 

There was lots of condemnation for Woodward, but such faint praise for Cham- 

rs. 
But what could they say about Chambers? 
He himself said, according to the newspaper reports: 
‘‘I feel that I do not possess every attribute you wish. But I promise a progressive 
administration and one that none of you will be ashamed of.’’ 

James R. Gray, editor of The Atlanta Journal, which is fighting Woodward, is re- 
ported to have said at the same meeting that Chambers would have to get votes that 
were not cast in the last primary to be nominated. 

His statement was not only an admission that the men who vote for Woodward 
would remain loyal but that Woodward would get a good per cent of the votes cast 
for Brown and Johnston. 

He would override the expressed wish of the people. 

His paper condemns Woodward but does not praise Chambers. 

How could it, when its vigorous attacks on Chambers during the charter fight last 
summer are recalled? | 

What could it say for Mr. Chambers, anyway? 

What can anyone say, except that he wants the office and the salary? 

Lest he be a man of putty to be pliable in the hands of special interests, why are 
they for him? 

They shouted that it was a great moral issue that faced the city; that it was the 
same condition that Atlanta dealt with in 1908 and in 1910. 

Aside from the slanderous attacks that were heaped on Woodward in 1908 and 1910, 
the issue is not the same. Every sincere, intelligent man in Atlanta knows it. 

Said the executive committee of the Men and Religion Forward Movement: 

‘‘Wednesday there was no fight at the pollsin Atlanta between decency and indecency. 

‘‘And clamoring about past misdeeds of a man or men will not hide or drown the 
question—is Atlanta to enthrone law or lawlessness? 

‘‘Sin and mistakes can and should be forgiven,.where there is honest repentance.”’ 

The Woodward campaign committee is going to put the real issues of this cam- 
paign squarely before the people. 

It is going to show you how the Chambers ‘‘ring’’ was organized with all its sin- 
ister motives to control your millions of tax money. 

It is going to give you the names of the leading members of that ‘‘ring’’ and how 
they are benefiting from public office. 

It is going to show you how more than half of the $3,000,000 of bond money vir- 
tually was squandered. 

It is going to show you how $500,000 practically was wasted on three sewage dis- 
posal plants. 

It is going to show you how the city faces the problem of building an entire new 
system of sewerage at a cost of millions of dollars only two years after a bond issue 
which was supposed to be sufficient to remedy the trouble.

Meeting_of Association Called 
as Resultof “Bulletin Extra.” 
Jackson Says Forward Move- 
ment Will Not Support Any 
Candidate Who Will Not 
Promise Support to Beavers, 


The crisis was reached in Atlanta's 
pending mayoralty election by the in- 
jection of the ‘“‘vice crusade” into the 
[issue yesterday. The Methodist Minis- 
| ters’ association called a special meet- 
| ing to protest against the executive 
‘committee of the Men and Religion 
| Forward Movement taking sides with 
either James G. Woodward or Aldine 
Chambers, and to ask for a frank ex- 
planation of the “Bulletin Extra,” pub- 
lished Saturday morning. 

This “Bulletin” also brought forth a 
caustic card addresed to John J. Eagan 
and Marion Jackson, from the Aldine 
Chambers headquarters, in which the 
mayoralty candidate charged that the 
Men and Religion Forward leaders 
were backing the Woodward campaign, 

Methodist Ministers Act. 

The meeting of the Methodist minis- 
ters came after several conferences, 
which were held earlier in the day. 

A committee composed of J. 8. Jen- 
kins, C. O. Jones, W. R. Hendrix, S. A, 
Harris and Rev. W. P. Lovejoy was ap- 
pointed to confer with J. J. Eagan, 
Marion M. Jackson and J. P. Jackson, 
the executive.committee of the Baptist 
organization, and it is understood that 
the Methodist representatives urged 
elimination of politics from the issue, 
and threatened to repudiate the in- 
dorsement by the committee of any 
candidate not pledged to hold Chief 
James L. Beavers, of the police depart.

Must Support Chief Beavers. 

“The Men and Religion Forward 
Movement does not propose to indorse 
any candidate who will not support 
Chief Beavers," declared Marion Jack- 
son, chairman of the committee, late 
Saturday night. “The bulletin which 
we will publish on Tuesday will em- 
phasize our stand. Neither.the com- 
mittee nor the men behind the move- 
ment are in politics. But we will take’ 
a part th the extent of using our in- 
fluence to elect only a candidate who 
will pledge support to Chief Beavers 
and the principles we advocate.” 

The Methodist ministers were 
aroused by the card which appeared in 
an afternoon paper, signed by the 
“Woodward Campaign Committee,” 
which quoted terse paragraphs from 
the Men and Religion bulletin, and 
which was construed, according to Rev.

Dut the Bolt 48 Soon Expected 
in the Balkans 


Diplomats Cherish Little Hope 
That the Storm Will Be De- 
ferred for Longer Than a 
Day or Two—Still Preparing 
for War. : 


London, October 5.—Lightning still 
fails to strike from the eastern war 
cloud, but British diplonYats cherish 
little belief that the storm will be 
deferred for longer than a day or two. 

The news tonight of a collision on 
the Turkish-Montenegrin border, which 
the Turkish government considers to 
amount to belligerent action, indicates 
it will be difficult to hold the oppost- 
tion forces in restraint. Concerning 
this engagement, the porte withholds 
details from the newspapers; but, if 
either side ts anxious to bring On a 
small battle, it has plenty of oppor- 
tunities to do so. , 

The best Premier Asquith could say 
in a speech tonight was that he had 
10t lost all hope. Great Britain, ap- 
parently, 4s not taking a leading part 
in the negotiations of the powers. Sir 
Edward Grey, the British foreign sec- 
retary, remains at his country place. 

The British government is in an 
awkward position, having to take into 
consideration the traditional feeling of 
sympathy for Macedonians, which is 
strong among the masses, against its 
policy of cultivating Turkey and re- 
specting the sympathies of millions of 
Mohammedan subjects. 

Since Russia's racial, religious and 
political ties are all with the Balkan 
states, while Austria’s interests are op- 
posed to them, and Germany is a strong 
friend of Turkey, it is hard to imagine 
any common and effective action these 
powers can unite upon which the Turks 
and Balkans will accept. Meanwhile, 
mobilization igs proceeding in Turkey, 
Greece and the Balkan states, with 
mobs occasionally stoning the con- 
sulates, and the people apparently bent 
war:

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GEORGE W. PERKINS 
REPLIES TO BRYAN 


New York, October 5.—Georgea W. 
Perkins, one of the chief political and 
financial backers of Colonel Roosevelt, 
tonight made public a letter written to 
W. J. Bryan, replying to utterances of 
the Nebraskan in speeches delivered in 
Kansas yesterday in the interest of 
Governor Wilson. 

Mr. Bryan referred to Mr. Perkins as 
a patriot taking rank over J. Pierpont 
Morgan in “neglecting business to 
elect a president who will look after 
trust magnat children,” and ques- 
tioned whether Perkins and Morgan 
really had dissolved partnership. Mr. 
Perkins, in his letter, said: 

“I am more than neglecting busi- 
viz.: Money-making., for I have 
largely given it up in order, as I have 
said over and over again, that I might 
have more time to help fight such va- 
garies as you and others have been 
trying, for a number of years, to put 
over on the people of the country.

The “colleges on wheels,” operated by the college 
and by different railroads, that have penetrated every portion of 
Georgia, carrying the gospel of scientific and diversified agriculture. 

No healthier symptom could be presented regarding the future 
prosperity of the state. There is no question that Georgia, of 
all the southern states east of the Mississippi river, is more versatile 
in soil and its agricultural promise. It is essential that scientific 
methods be used on the acres if farming which is, after all, the 
basis of wealth, is to reach its true dimensions. Under our pres- 
ent wasteful and extravagant methods, and our failure to take ad- 
vantage of the soil’s ability to bring forth enough food to make the 
state self-supporting, we are largely throwing away the state’s 
birth-right. 

Every young man who leaves the college of agriculture will 
gro forth not only equipped to make the land yield its maximum 
bounty, but he will act as a missionary for modern methods in his 
respective community. It is doubtful if the legislature ever made 
a better investment than when it authorized the avricu ad- 
junct to the state university. The work the school is doing is 
truly constructive, in that it is building for tomorrow even more 
emphatically than for today.

Saving Babies in New York. 

An ail-the-year-round campaign, 
conducted through a strong’ central 
organization, is New York city’s solu- 
tion of the baby-saving problem. This 
‘principle took concrete form last 
‘spring in the Babies’ Welfare assoctia- 
‘tion, which acts as a clearing house 
i'for approximately 150 agencies. 

“Results have already justified this 
| method,” says Garret Smith, executive 
secretary of the Babies’ Welfare asso- 
| ciation. in The Survey. “The number 
of infant deaths in Greater New York, 
so far this year, is nearly 700 less 
than it was at this time in 1911. Last 
vear there were 1,198 fewer deaths of 
babies under one year of age than in 
1919. 

“Not satisfied . with this record, 
workers pointed out itthat, while digest- 
ive diseases, most prevalent in hot 
weather, killed 282 out of every 1,000 
babies who died, respiratory troubles, 
peculiar mainly to cold weather, kill- 
ed 232 out of 1,000. Therefore, the milk 
stations were kept open. 

“But the work had outgrown mere 
milk station activities in the old 
sense. The milk station was becoming 
a center for the education of mothers 
;and for co-operation with every other 
|organization in the infant fleld. The 
| Babies’ Welfare association, organ- 
ized in June, has carried out the most 
complete plan of co-operation ever 
leffécted in this line of socia] work in 
|New York city. 

“The records of such cities as Chi- 
cago, San Francisco, St. Paul, Roches- 
'ter, New Haven, Kansas City and 
aHrtford show the shortcomings of a 
campaign carried on mainly in the 
summer. While aggressive hot weather 
crusades are being conducted in every 
one of those. cities, each of them 
showed during the winter and spring 
months a decided increase in the num- 
ber of infant deaths over last year. A 
comparison of New York city’s own 
boroughs ts also instructive. The work 
has been most completely organized 
in Manhattan.
